the unofficial element has been finally 
squashed, if that should unfortunately 
be the end of it, then we shall see what 
we shall seo and will feel the full weight 
of official tyranny. To agitate for a larger 
representative element in the Legislative 
Council while allowing the representative 
element in the Sanitary Board to be crushed 
out of existence seems like dropping the 
bone to seize the shadow.

The’ introduction of stern-wheel man- 
power boats on the Canton . River 
s nearly effected the extirpation of 
piracy in the delta, Before the introduc- 
tion of this ‘class of boat, twelve or 
fifteen years ago, every craft plying on the 
river mounted heavy broadsides of guns for 
self-defence, and they depended for their. 
ropulsion on sail, yulob, and tracking rope
